CLOUD HANGS OVER PEACE MOVES 


One Bolshevik Delegate Says 


Riwsians Are Making Ready 


to Fight Again 


Although infantry operations in the 


major war theatres are of a minor 
character, signs are not wanting that 
tag battles are in the p'rogress of 
making m Flanders, France and Italy. 
At various points in these three war 
zones intensive artillery duels are go- 
ing on da> and night. They are par- 
ticularly severe in the region of Ypres 
and the Cambrai sector, where the 
British aie facing the Germans, along 
the Aisne, on the Verdun sector and 
slons the Moselle liver, where 
the 


forces of the German crown Prince 
and Grand Duke Albrecht of Wurt- 
temberg are opposing- the French; and 
in the Italian highlands from the re- 
gion o£ Lake Garda eastward to the 
Piave rrvei where the Austro-Gerrnan 
troops are aligned aga.nst the Italians, 
French and British. 


Throw Germans Back Near Ypres. 
Southwest of Ypres, in Flanders, 


the Germans have made an attempt 
to enter British positions but met with 
repulse and heavy loses under the fire 
o£ the British infantry and machine 
guns. 


Likewise an attempted raid against 


the French positions on the historic 
hiMo 301 in the Verdun sector was 
stopped with sanguinary losses to the 
tomans These two maneuvers con- 
jfltute the only activity by infantry 
forces at any point except that small 
British patrols at several places forced 
crossings ot the Piave river against 
the Teutonic allies 


Cloud Hangs Over Peace Moves. 


The situation arising from the dis- 


agreement between the Teutonic al- 
lies and the Bolshevik leaders 
in 


Russia still remains clouded, owing to 
the lack of definite information con- 
cerning the trend the negotiations are 
taking or whether they have entirely 
ceased 
An official dispatch from Pet- 


rograd quotes M. Redek, one of the 
Bolshevik delegates who 
has been 


treating with the Austrians and Ger- 
mans in Petrograd, as declaring that 
the Bolshevik is definitely strengthen- 
ing the fighting front but that the 
Russians will accept no help from the 
entente ahes if they are forced to flght 
again as the Russians are lighting for 
an Ideal and not for conquest. The 
Bolshevik, like the German working 
•classes, added M. Radek, stand for a 
democratic peace and if the German 
government attacks the Russians, it 
"111 display itself to its own people in 
Ita true light."

NO NEED TO IMPROVE LAKE PORTS 


Coat of Slaking Changes in Great 


Lakeo Too Much for Any Possible 


Return ITroni Them. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—Addi- 


tion Improvement of the harbors and 
connecting waters of the Great Lakes 
to permit accommodations of all ves- 
sels able to pass through the Welland 
canal when enlarged by the Dominion 
of Canada would cost too much money 
compared with the probable benefits, 
the war department today reported to 
congress. The river and harbor act of 
1916 called for Investigation and re- 
port by the government engineers. 


"It is evident," the chief of engin-

The new export policy means that 


England will be called upon to supply 
domestic users in France and Italy. 
Producers desiring to export coal to 
the allied countries must show that 
shipments are to be used for war pur- 
poses and must give to the war trade 
boaid the names in every instance of 
the final consignees. 


The arrangement was worked out 


today at a conference between fuel 
administration, state department, and 
war trade board officials.

boaid, now in control of all exports 
and imports, will 
use coal to trade

those in Latin America, for goods the 
United States needs m prosecution of 
the war.

By "Stating Facts"

day, after listening to arguments by

| ciatioii opposed to woman suffrage

Suffrage association. 


Former Senator Bailey of Texas, in 


a long speech against tho resolution, 
contended women are incapable of 
performing the three principal duties 
of citizenship—military service, sher- 
iff 
service, 
and 
jury service—and 


should not help to enact laws which 
they are incapable of obeying. He in- 
sisted that the suffiagists constitute 
a small percentage of the women of 
the country and added: 


"There are too many ignorant vot- 


ers now and I would not add to the 
number." 


Henry A. Wisewood of New York, 


formerly an advocate of woman suf- 
fiage, said women-would insist upon 
holding government offices, invading 
even congress, the suprrme court, and 
the White House and would succeed 
in unmanning the government and 
blocking the country's military pro- 
gram.

DRAFT LAW UPHELD 


AS CONSTITUTIONAL

draft was swept aside by supreme 
court today in a. unanimous opinion 
delivered by Chief Justice White up- 
holding the 
law as constitutional. 


Authority to enact the statute and to 
send forces to light the or.emy where- 
over he may be found the court held 
lies In tho clauses of the constitution 
giving congress the power to declare 
war and to raise and support armies. 


"As the mind cannot conceive an 


army without the men to compose it" 
said the chief justice "on the fact of 
the constitution tho objection that it 
does not give power to provide for 
such men would seem to be too frivo- 
lous for further notice." 


The opinion then proceeded to make 


up and definitely dispose of each of 
the many question raised by counsel 
for tho convicted persons whose ap- 
peals brought the law before the 
court. • ' No action was taken by the 
court in the several pending cases In- 
volving charges of conspiracy to pre- 
vent the carrying out the purposes of 
purposes ot the law. It is understood 
that tho cases which include the ap- 
peals of Alexander Berkman, Emma 
Goldman, Lewis Kramer and Morris 
Becker, convicted in New York, later 
may be made the subject of a separate 
opinion.

—Horrore Told by DIarlet, 


I In giving to the American people 
the knowledge of German inhuman- 
ity in Belgium, says a pimphlet is- 
sued l>y the committee on public in- 
formation, the evidence is drawn 
mainly from German and American 
sources. 
The German sources in- 


clude 
official 
proclamations 
and 


other official utterances, letters and 
diaries of German soldiers, and quo- 
tations from German 
newspapers. 


The "Rules for Field Service" of the 
German army advises each soldier 
to keep such a diary while on active 
service. 


In the wars waged In nnclent times 


It was taken for granted that con- 
quered peoples might be either killed, 
tortured, or held ns slaves; that their 
property would be taken and that their 
lands wonld be devastated. 
"Vae vic- 


tis I—woe to the conquered'." For two 
centuries or more there has been a 
steady advance In Introducing ideas of 
humanity and especially in confining 
the evils of warfare to the combatants. 
The Ideal seemed to have become so 
thoroughly established as a part of in-, 
ternatlonal law that the powers at The' 


had nothing elnce morning. When we 
searched the houses w^ found plenty 
of wine and spirit bat no eatables. 
Captain Hamann wna drunk." (This 
last phrase In shorthand.) (From the 
diary of Private Phlllpp of the One; 
Hundred and Seventy-eighth regiment! 
of Infantry, Twelfth army corps.) 


Writing from Belgium In 1918 Into 
3. Cobb said: 
( "Briefly what I saw was this: I saw 
wide areas of Belgium and France In 
which not a penny's worth of wanton 
destruction had been permitted to oc- 
cur. In which the ripe pears hung un- 
touched upon the garden walls; and I 
saw other wide areas where scarcely 
one stone had been left to stand npon 
another; where the fields were rav- 
aged; where the male villagers had 
been shot In squads; where the miser- 
able survivors had been left to den In 
holes, like wild beasts." 


Even Soldiers Horrified. 


Some German soldiers, we nre glad 


to,see. showed their horror at the foul 
deeds committed In Belgium. 


''The Inhabitants have fled In the vil- 


lage. It was horrible. There was clot- 
ted blood on all the beards, nnd what 
faces one saw, terrible to behold I The 
dear!, 60 In all, wcro er once burled. 
Among them were many old women, 
some old men, and a half-delivered 
woman, awful to see; three children 
had clasped each other, and died thus. 
The altar and the vaults of the church 
are shattered. They had ti telephone 
there to communicate with the enemy. 
This morning, September 2, all the sur- 
vivors were eipelled, and I saw four 
little boys carrying a cradle, with a 
baby five or six months old In It, on 
two sticks. All tills was terrible to 
see. 
Shot after shot I 
Thunderbolt 


after thunderbolt! Everything is given 
over to pillage; fowls nnd the rest all 
killed. I saw a mother, too. with her 
two children; one had a great wound 
on the head and had lost on eye." 
(From the diary of Lance Corporal 
Pan! Splelrnan of the Ersatz, first bri- 
gade of Infantry of the Guard.)

H rror» Told In Soldiers' Diaries. / 
The frlghtfulness taught by the Ger- 


man leaders held lull sway In Belgium. 
This Is best seen In the entries in the 
diaries of the Individual German sol- 
diers. 


"During the night of August 15-18 


Engineer Gr 
gave the alarm In the 


town of Vise. Every one was shot or 
taken prisoner, nnd the houses were 
burnt. 
The prisoners were made to 


march nnd keep up with the troops." 
(From the diary of noncommissioned 
officer Relnhold Kochn of the Second 
battalion of engineers, Third army 
corps.)

"A horrible bath of blood. The whole 


village burnt, the French thrown Into 
the blazing houses, civilians with the 
rest." 
(From the diary of Private 


Hassemer of the Eighth army corps.) 


"In the night of August 18-19 thc vil- 


lage of Saint-Maurice was punished 
for having fired on German soldiers by 
being burnt to the ground by the Ger- 
man 
troops 
(two 
regiments, 
the 


Twelfth 
landwehr and 
thc Seven- 


teenth.) 
The village was surrounded, 


men posted about a yard from one an- 
other, so that no one could get out. 
Then the Uhlans set fire to It, house 
by house. 
Neither man, woman, nor 


child could escape; only the greator 
part of the live stock we carried off, 
as that could be used. Anyone who 
ventured to come out was shot down. 
All the inhabitants left In the village 
were burnt with the houses." 
(From 


the diary of Private Karl Schenfde of 
the Third Bavarian regiment and land- [ 
wehr Infantry.) 


"At ten o'clock In the evening the, 


first battalion of the One hundred and 
Seventy-eighth marched down the steep 
Incline into tho burning village to the 
burning village to thc north of Dinant. 
A terrific spectacle of ghastly beauty. 
At the entrance to the village lay about 
fifty dead civilians, shot for having 
fired upon our troops from ambush. In ' 
the course of thc n'qht many others 


sons were shot and 15 houses demol- 
ished, 10 soldiers shot. The slgh.s here 
make you cry. 


"On the 23rd of August everything 


quiet. The Inhabitants have so far 
given in. Seventy students were shot, 
200 kept prisoners. 
Inhabitants re- 


turning to Liege. 


"August 24. At noon with 3G men on 


sentry duty. Sentry duty is A 1, no post 
allocated to me. Our occupation, apart 
from bathing, Is eating and drinking. 
We live like God in Belgium." (From 
the diary of Job. van der Schoot, re- 
servist of the Tenth company, Thirty- 
ninth reserve Infantry regiment. Sev- 
enth reserve army corps.)

"Behaved Like Vandals." 


' 
"August 17. In the afternoon I had 


'n look at tie little chateau belonging 
to one of the king's secretaries (not at 
home). 
Our men had behaved like 


regular vandal1!. They had looted the 
cellar first, and then they had turned 
their ajientlon to the bedroomn and 
thrown things about all over the place. 
They had even made fruitless efforts 
to smash the safe open. Everything 
was 
topsy-turvy—magnificent 
furni- 


ture, silk, and even china. That's what 
happens T\hon the men are allowed to 
requisition for themselves. I am sure 
they must have taken away a heap of 
useless stuff simply for the pleasure of 
looting." 


"August Cth crossed frontier. Inhab- 


itants on border very good to us and 
give us many things. There Is no dir- 
feri, 
e noticeable. 


"August 23rd, Sunday (between Blr- 


nal nnd Dinant, village of Dlsonge). 
At 11 o'clock the order comes to ad- 
vance after the artillery has thorough- 
up prepared the ground ahead. The 
Pioneers and Infantry regiment 178 
were marching in front of us. 
Near 


a small village the latter were fired on 
by thc inhabitants. About 220 Inhab- 
itants were shot and the village was 
burnt—artillery Is continuously shoot- 
ing—''•" village lies In a large ravine. 
Just now, six o'clock In tho afternoon, 
the crossing of the Maas begins neur 
Dinant . . . All villages, chateaux, 
nnd houses are burnt down during this 
night. It was a beautiful sight to see 
the fires nil round us In the distance. 


"August 24.—In eveiy village one 


finds only heaps of ruins nnd many 
dead." • From the diary of Matbern, 
Fourth company, Eleventh Jager bat- 
talion, Marbuig.)

Statistics of Circulation—Books Intel j 


Added—Experts lo Assist In 


Catalog Work. 


At the regular monthly meeting of 


the Library Board of trustees, held last 
evening, the following statistics of tho 
library ctlvlties for tho month of De- 
cember were given: 


Circulation of books: Fiction 1,936; 


Juveniles 1,OSO; Non-fiction 477; mag- 
azlnew and pamphlets 67; total 3,530. 
(Xov. total 3.553). 


Permanent borrowers enrolled 2,317, 


65 added during the month. 


Fines collected $11.90; this money Is 


used for running expenses. 


With the holidays the reading or 


adult tictlon fell off a trifle, the juven- 
ile circulation was higher, and there 
was the steady monthly Increase in the 
reading of non-fiction books. In spite 
of the closed schools and the busy 
times in tho homes. 
Many students 


took advantage of the vacation time to 
get ahead on their required readings 
for school work, but because so much 
of this work iu done at the library by 
using the encyclopedias, bound vol- 
umes of magazines, and other refer- 
ence, works, there can be no correct 
statistics for this important part of 
the library's activities.

club workers, and others, and the 
weeding'out and In some cases replac- 
ing tho old favorities that are beyond 
the possibility of rebinding.

will also help in the riuch needed 
work of catalog-making, by making 
it possible this spring for the library 
to have a month of student work by- 
one or possibly two students from the 
Albany Library school, a part of whose 
training is special work In the libraries 
of the state for a month before gradu- 
ation. 
This work Is given gratis f o r ] 


tho experience the student thus re-" 
celves, the only expense to the library 
being the transportation and living 
expenses of the student-librarian.

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With a view to giving the public a cor- 
rect understanding of the sugar situation, 
the following FACTS are presented: 


Existing conditions are world wide in their effect, not in 


any sense local. Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex- 
traordinary factors. 


The immediate effect of the declaration of the European 


war was to cut off from the world's market the sugar of the 
Central Powers. About one-third of the world's total pro- 
duction formerly came from within the present battlelines of 
Europe. The Western battlefront passes through the sugar 
producing territory of France and of Belgium. In conse- 
quence, England, France and other foreign countries have 
competed with the United States for Cuba's cane sugar. ' 


Not only did this cause an advance in the price of raw and 


refined sugar, but until competition was checked by the 
recent agreement among the Allies, it resulted in lessening 
the supply available to the people of this country last fall. 


At the same time, an abundance of sugar—hundreds of 


thousands of tons—has been locked up in far-away Java, 
owing to the lack of ships to transport it. It if no more 
available than unmined gold. To provide ships to bring this 
sugar here—or to Europe—would withdraw them from the 
more important business of carrying our soldiers and their 
supplies overseas, as Mr. Hoover has pointed out. 


The nation-wide movement to save the fruit crop last sea- 


son greatly increased the use of sugar. While the quantity 
in the sugar bowl was for this and other reasons lessened, 
this sugar is wisely stored as food in preserved fruits, jams 
and jellies. 


"Every jar of fruit preserved adds that much to our in- 


surance of victory, adds that much to hasten the end of 
this conflict." 


Because of the increased demand for sugar, more sugar 


cane has been planted in Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
Louisiana, the chief sources from which the United States 
gets cane sugar. 


The reports from Cuba and Porto Rico make the situation 


more favorable than a month ago for a supply to meet the 
sugar needs of all who are dependent on this source—includ- 
ing this country, our soldiers abroad and the Allies. 


We buy raw cane sugar in the open market and refine it. 


To the extent of our ability, we are co-operating with the 
Government to insure a fair distribution of cane sugar, to 
stabilize the price to the consumer and to prevent hoarding 
and waste. We kept our refineries working last fall so long 
as there was a ton of raw sugar to be had. 


In order to make our output of refined sugar go as widely
